families slandered and misrepresent- 
ed? Men and women may make great 
professions of friendship and of kind- 
ness and feeling; but if they are 
guilty of such acts, they are h 

crites and they are secret enemies, 
more to be dreaded than an open foe. 

The Book of Mormon informs us 
there were times among the Nephites 
when Satan had great power over the 
people to deceive them, and one of 
the consequences was that the land 
was filled with rumors, the people’s 
hearts were hard, and all manner of 
lies obtained currency. 

That same Satan has recourse to 
the same tactics to-day to destroy the 
children of men. There are periods 
when he obtains great power to de- 
ceive and lead mankind astray, and 
to fill them with falsehood. have 
thought that this is one of those pe- 
riods. He is taking advantage of the 
enforced withd of many of the 
leaders of the people, and is filli 
the land with rumors of every kin 
many of them false, which go from 
mouth to mouth with eager rapidity 
and to his great delight. urrences 
are misrepresented, actions are falsi- 
fied, words are tortured and made 
evil of that in themselves are quite 
innocent.

There is a freedom taken by 
many people with families of leading 
men and their affairs which produces 
painful results. With a certain class 
no name, no reputation, however 
hard-earned it may seems to be

here, would be free from the criticism 
of this kind of people. 

Of course, every Latter- Saint who 
understands the character of this 
work expects to be abused by the 
wicked and to have all manner of 
slanders circulated by them concern- 
ing him. This has no effect upon the 
great majority of our people.

It seems to me that our a are 
too fond of reading the falsehoods 
that are put in circulation by our 
enemies. There is a sheet published 
in this city which is devoted entirely 
to the slandering of the Saints and 
the destruction of every leading man 
and family among us. Nothing fur- 
nishes its writers so much delight as 
some transaction that will enable 
them to indulge in their attacks upon 
the Sainte. he constant reading, 
or even the occasional reading of 
such articles, must have a bad effect 
upon all. I care not how strong the 
faith of Latter-day Saints may be 
who regularly read this stuff, its 
effect upon them cannot fail to instil 

ison into their minds and give a 
False color to their thoughts.

ace the palace of the monarch as 

e hovel of the slave. Constantine 
was an emperor. Blood of which after 
ages loved to boast, flowed through 
bis princely temples. The imperial 
crown Of Rome was on his brow. At 
the foot of his throne proud nations 
nestled, and over all the known 
world his banner waved. But had 
this“ Caesar” a manly character! Was 
his ‘bosom thrilled 171 emo- 
tions? No. Henry VIII of England 
wus a mighty monarch. He could 
trace his lineage through a long list 
of kings and emperors; but was Henry 
a man? The Cesar and the Tudor 
were both monarchs, but they were 
not men in the noblest sense.

WHAT IS SALVATION?

ONE evening, a short time ago, the # degree of salvation, temporal or spi- 


writer of this article was in the town 
of Halifax. He there heard a Wes- 
leyan minister at a revival meeting 
* to the large crowd assembled, 
“ You are all too good for the devil 
and if you will, you can all be saved 
to-night.” 

As I travel through the streets of 
the towns and villages of this country, 
I see groups of men and women with 
instruments of music, singing and 


playing. I often hear them say, 
Thank God, I am saved.“ Some 
will say, when asked, that they can- 
not tell 


ell how they got saved, but 
„thank God they are saved!” Others 
will say they believe in Jesus and the 
Bible, and it says “they shall be 
saved.” 

Now it is true the Bible points out 
the way, or speaks of the ordinances 
by which a man can be saved in the 
kingdom of God our heavenly Father, 
and His Son Jesus Christ. It also 
speaks of other salvations, or differ- 
ent degrees of the same salvation. 
But we find that even the smallest 


ritual, cannot be obtained without 
works coupled with faith. Peter says 
that “ Noah and his family were saved 
in the ark”—with a temporal salva- 
tion, but that was not obtained by 
belief alone. Bolieving that God 
would save them was not enough. 
They had a work to perform—a long 
and hard work, too: the ark to buil 
—and when they had finished that 
task, they entered the ark and were 
saved from the flood. But they were 
not saved in the kingdom of God 
with that everlasting salvation that 
the different sects sing about, for we 
read that afterward some of them 
committed sin and were cursed. So 
with the Assyrian leper; when he had 
done the work commanded him by 
the prophet of God, he was sar 
from the curse of the leprosy, but 
not saved in the kingdom o 

So also the 
armies 0 passage 
through the Red Sea; but many of 
them turned from the truth and were. 


lost in the, wilderness. 
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Again, a man may be a drunken, 
wicked unbeliever, and if he quits his 
drunken and wicked ways he is saved 

the consequent evils thereof. On 
the other hand, he may believe in 
Jesus all his life, and if he continues 
his drinking and bad associations, he 
never will be saved from the evil 
effects of his wicked life. 

By the above we see that men must 
work to obtain any degree of salva- 
tion, and in * to their works 
will their salvation be. As it is in 
temporal life, so it is in spiritual life. 
The great Master said to His disciples: 
“In my Fathers house there are 
many mansions: I go to prepare a 
place for you, that where I am, there 
ye may be also” (John xiv). This is 
very plain doctrine. It shows that 
there are places in the kingdom of 
God to suit different degrees of in- 
telligence, and to reward every man 
according to his works, for none of 
the mansions can be entered without 
works. The Savior told the ruler of 
the Jews: Except a man is born of 
the water and of the spirit, he cannot 
enter the kingdom of God.” But, 
aes one, the Bible says, “ He that 
believeth and is baptized shal] be 
saved,” and we may here inquire what 
kind of a salvation does he receive? 
Why, when a man believes, repents 
and is baptized for a remission of his

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The Apostle Paul says: “There is 
one glory of the sun, and another 
glory of the moon, and another glo 
of the stars: for one star differet 
from another star in glory.

It is rumored that several postmasters in Cache valley will shortly be 
removed, and their place filled with non-Mormons.

H. S. Beatie, an old and well known citizen of Utah, died at his residence, 
Salt Lake City, Sept. 11, 1887, aged 60 years, 8 months and 11 days.

An enlargement of the plant is said to be 
necessary.

She wasa wife 
of the late Parley P. Pratt, and was with him a great deal in his travels 
preaching. the Gospel, especially on his first trip to South America, and 
endured the;many hardships of the mission. She died a faithful Latter-day 
Saint. 

A misfortune occurred in Benjamin, Utah Co., on Saturday, Sept. 10th, by 
which a 13-year old son of R. S. Betts lost his life. The boy found some wild 
parsnips, and not realizing in full the poison they contained—although his 
father had warned him of the danger attached to eating them—ate the largest 
portion, of one jof them, and then went to the well and drank some water. 
Before medical assistance could be summoned he had gone too far to be saved, 
and°died immediately afterwards. 


Mr. J. E. Clinton, secretary and treasurer of the Wool Growers’ Association, 
Nephi,’and well known in Salt Lake, started for Boston, Tuesday morning 
Sept. 6th.. He expected to be absent about four months, and would look after 
the interests of his association. Already over 2,000,000 pounds of wool had 
been shipped, and over 400,000 pounds sold.

Nor do we know of 
any people who are so free from instances of poverty aad wretchedness, And, 
yet the Saints pay on the whole a liberal tithing, and, in addition, are spending 
more money and time in preaching the Gospel among their fellow-men than 
any other community of like number, to say nothing of building temples and, 
churches, viding for the poor, and gathering relatives and friends from 
foreign 14 No man can seriously consider the circumstances in which the 
Saints have gathered together, and take into account the time and means they 
devote to the good of their fellow-man, and then look upon their material 
prosperity, without. acknowledging that God is with them and blessing them, 
in their basket and in their store, and making the earth to yield in its strength, 
and their cattle to increase on a thousand hills, No man can grow upin Zion 
and witness the increase in the streams of water, the desert turned to a fruit- 
ful field, and the wilderness. to a garden, without being sensible of the fact 
that the blessings of the God of Heaven are upon the people, and that the 
Saints are realizing the blessings held out to those who will pay their tithes 
and offerings into the Lord’s storehouse. 

Nor is it only in Zion that tithe-paying brings temporal blessings to the 
people. Its good results may be traced in these lands. Let those be called to 
mind who have had the way opened for them to gather to Zion, and it will 
generally be found that they were Saints who have been faithful in payiog an 
honest tithing ; and though they were poor, the Lord was able and did open 
the way for their deliverance, It is a mistake to suppose that any one is too 
poor: to pay tithing. The poor, above all others, can least afford to neglect. 
the requirements of the law of tithing. For when they do so, they,debag 
themselves from having claims upon the Almighty fer the temporal blessings 
that He has promised to those who will obey that law. If any Elder, under 
a mistaken symyathy for the poverty of the Saints, has intimated thut tithe- 
paying is not required of them in these lands, let him at once acknowledge. 
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his error and repent of it, and point out the fact to them that he was blindly 
putting up barriers between them and the promised blessings of God. It is 
our part to teach the law of God, and for the Saints to obey it, and no matter 
how unpromising the outlook may appear to us, let us know that God is 
faithful, who has promised the blessings, and that He is able to fulfil His word. 

The requirements under the law of tithing are a means the Lord has of 
testing the faith of His people,—a means of finding out how far they are 
willing to trust Him and His promises; and it is in this matter as it is in 
many others,—the results are in proportion to the amount of faith exercised. 
No one can deny but that glorious results have accrued to the Saints both in 
Zion and in these lands through paying tithing ; but the blessings of God 
would have been even more marked had the law been more strictly observed. 
For the more closely the conditions of the law are observed by a people, the 
stronger are their claims upon the promises of God. Let the Saints bear 
these facts in mind, and rejoice in the law of tithing, for it gives them an 

opportunity of proving the Lord, and also of proving themselves before the 
- Lord and their brethren. R.

Tha 
policemen, most of whom seem willing 
to do their best, can do but very little, 
the feeling is so strong inst us. 
This is known to be a very low neigh- 
borhood. 


Many of the sisters who came to 
meeting were insulted and abused, 
and this evening three or four police- 
men have had to guard the house.

The vulgar and indecent na- 
ture of these slanderous sheets need 
not be mentioned, as nothing better 
is expected where Jarman is con- 
cerned. Their distribution was soon 
followed by their unscruplous author,
